On jtfovomber 22, 1963, GIVENS worked on tho sixth floor 
of the building until about 11:30 A.M. when he used tho 
elevator to travel to tho first floor where ho used tho rest- 
room at about 11:3.5 A.M. or 11:40 A.M. GIVENS then vmiked 
around on tho first floor until 12 o'clock noon, at which timo. 
ho walked onto the sidewalk and stood for several minutes, 
then walked to the Classified Parking Lot at Elm and Uncords /. 
Street. <{21 YENS then walked to Main Street to v/nlch tho . ' 

parade and after the President and the group had passe d, ho ’, 
walked back to the parking lot, at which time ho beam poveral 
photo fired from tho direction of tho building qt which he is ' 
employed, fie attempted to return to work but wna fold that he 
had been released for the balance of the day. }• 

GIVENS advised that a white male, known as LEE, was . 
employed in tho same building and worked ao a wrapper or order 
filler. He said ho saw thia same person's picture on tole- . ; 
vision on the afternoon of November 22, 1963, |fjho wan supposed 
to havo been the person being investigated for" the shooting of 
tho President. LEE worlcod on all floors of the building, and 
on November 22, 1963, GIVENS recalls observing LEE working on 
tho fifth floor during tho morning filling orders. LEE was • 
standing' by the elevator in tho building at 11:30 A.M, whon 
GIVENS wont to tho first floor. When he started downy in tho : 
elevator, LEE yelled at him to close the gates on tho elevator 
bo that he (LEE) could have the elevator returned to tho sixth 
floor. GIVENS said that during tho past few days LEE had ’v 

commented that ho rode to work v/ith a boy named WESLEY. 

GIVENS said all employees enter the back door of tho • 
building whan JACK DOUGIIEUTY, the foreman opens the door at 
about 7 A.M, On tho morning of November 22, 1963, GIVENS 
observed LEE reading a newspaper in tho domino room where the 
employees eat lunch about 11:50 A.M. . 
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
